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Mid-September  brings  students  to  the  deserted  campus 
filling  quiet  halls  with  conversation.  New  freshmen  regs, 
memories  of  stricter  ones.  “For  sale:  1 almost  new  logic 
book,  have  F in  course  to  prove  it.”  Classes  . . .

The  dark  green  of  September  turns 
to  red  and  gold,  asphalt 
walkways,  grass  littered  with  fallen 
leaves.  Football  games,  played  in 
weather  still  hinting  of  summer, 
weekend  relief  from  books, 
teachers,  meetings.  “Put  on  Your 
Old  Gray  Bonnet  With 
Muhlenberg  Upon  It . . . 
B — E — R — G,  Go  Berg, 
B — E — R — G,  Go  Berg  . . . Get 
’em.  Get ’em  . . . Oh-h-h-h.” 
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With  a signal  the  rope  grows  taut.  “Pull . . . 
Pull ...”  Spontaneous  yells  send  painted 
freshmen  across  the  stream.  Showers  of  mud 
and  eggs,  sophs  routing  freshmen  girls — and 
then  the  long  walk  back. 
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An  endless  succession  of  lecturers,  Birchers 
and  Stetlers.  Free  expression  brings  criticism 
from  the  community. 
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Forms  blend,  fold,  separate,  each 
reflecting  part  of  the  autumn 
panorama,  fading  autumn  sunlight 
leaves  cool  shadow.  Yet  students 
occasionally  linger  on  the  benches 
as  if  in  vain  attempts  to  hold  hack 
the  relentless  progression  of  the 
season. 
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Leaden  skies  dip  over  leafless  trees 
and  dull  buildings,  muting  colors 
and  muffling  voices.  Sunsets,  once 
the  promise  of  warmer  mornings, 
carry  the  portents  of  winter. 
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On  January  2,  1966,  an  era  of  Muhlenberg  history 
came  to  a close  with  the  death  of  Haps  Benfer.  For 
forty  years  Haps  Benfer  served  Muhlenberg  with  inde- 
fatigable dedication.  He  held  positions  as  director  of 
admissions,  director  of  men’s  dormitories,  registrar, 
dean  of  freshmen,  and  coach  of  football,  basketball, 
and  baseball.  In  addition,  he  taught  courses  in  religion 
and  ethics. 

It  is  pointless  to  recount  the  myriad  honors  which 
were  bestowed  upon  Haps  during  his  long  and  prolific 
life,  beginning  in  his  undergraduate  days  at  Albright 
College  and  continuing  throughout  his  career  in  com- 
munity and  college  service.  The  members  of  the  Class 
of  1966  will  remember  Haps  Benfer  as  a man  loved 
and  venerated  by  all  who  knew  him.  “How’s  Haps?” 
was  a question  which  was  asked  innumerable  times  of 
us  by  alumni  and  friends  of  Muhlenberg.  For  us,  as 
for  thousands  who  have  preceded  us,  the  memory  of 
Haps  Benfer  will  remain  indelibly  implanted,  long  after 
our  last  shreds  of  history  and  calculus  have  withered 
away.  Who  can  forget  his  first  interview  with  Haps 
Benfer?  Or  Haps’  nocturnal  peregrinations  through 
Martin  Luther  Hall?  Or  his  marshalling  of  freshman 
forces  for  the  annual  freshman-sophomore  contests? 
Or  his  vigorous  stride,  instant  greeting,  and  inevitable 
volubility?  Or  his  efforts  to  encourage  or  galvanize  de- 
spondent and  sluggish  college  neophytes?  Or  a hundred 
other  things. 
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But  the  memory  of  Haps  Benfer  has  an  even  more 
penetrating  significance  for  us.  Haps  will  be  remembered 
most  of  all  for  those  values  and  standards  to  which  he 
dedicated  his  life:  integrity,  honor,  fair  play,  hard 
work,  and  chastity.  He  not  only  desiderated  these 
goals,  but  represented  in  himself  their  virtual  apotheo- 
sis. For  forty  years  of  Muhlenberg  students.  Haps  Ben- 
fer was  a father-confessor,  mediator,  benefactor,  and 
friend;  a paragon  of  the  Christian  ideal.  In  posthumous 
tribute  to  the  profound  effect  which  he  exerted  upon 
the  development  of  Muhlenberg  College,  and  to  the 
remembrance  of  his  greatness,  we  dedicate  this  year- 
book to  “Mr.  Muhlenberg.”

The  scope  and  responsibility  of  the  Men’s  Dormitory 
Council  was  considerably  expanded  during  1965-1966. 
Among  the  achievements  of  this  year’s  Council  were 
the  formulation  of  an  honor  system  for  Benfer  Hall, 
the  institution  of  a probation  program  for  flagrant 
offenders  of  the  dormitory  code,  an  increase  in  Council 
membership  from  thirteen  to  sixteen  men,  the  success- 
ful beginning  of  a counselor  training  program,  a Par- 
ent’s Day  reception,  and  improvements  in  the  physical 
plant  of  the  men’s  residence  halls.

The  end  result  has 
been  that  Muhlenberg  has  gone  without  a “yearbook”, 
as  such,  for  quite  some  time. 

This  1966  Ciarla  was  not  conceived  as  a critique  of 
Administration  policy  during  the  academic  year  or  a 
bitter  mockery  of  student  affairs,  nor  does  it  represent 
any  one  person’s  “editorial  veiwpoint”.  This  year’s 
Ciarla  is  rather  a loosely  strung  chonicle  of  the  year’s 
changing  moods  and  seasons,  a graphic  representation 
of  the  happenings  and  people  that  were  Muhlenberg 
College  in  1965-66.  Should  you  page  through  this  book 
in  the  future  and  find  that  it  helps  you  to  recall  this 
year  that  was,  then  the  1966  Ciarla  will  have  fulfilled 
its  principal  purpose. 

My  thanks  to  members  of  the  Ciarla  staff  who 
worked  far  into  innumerable  nights  to  make  this  book 
possible,  and  a big  smile  (with  a slight  smirk)  to  those 
who  almost  made  it  impossible.  Special  thanks  to  Mr. 
Carl  Peterson,  Wm.  J.  Keller  Inc.  representative, 
whose  patience  and  understanding  defy  description, 
and  to  Mr.  Robert  Glover  of  the  publicity  office  for 
many  photographs  and  much  practical  advice  and  as- 
sistance.
